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DID THE GULF BREEZE OBJECT ALSO VISIT ALTON BARNES IN 1992 ?

On the 6th May 1992 at Alton Barnes, several witnesses saw nine 
objects which described aerobatics in the night-sky over the cornfield 
in Alton Barnes where many crop circles have occurred. One of the 
witnesses from Wales had a video camera, and managed to retrieve this 
from the car and capture images of the last two objects in the display 
on tape. These objects which moved for 6 minutes at least are 
captured as stills in the lower four images on the facing page. The 
vertical lines come from the TV raster and colour dots on the screen. 

The object at the top of the page of illustrations was captured on 
tape by a witness on November 5th 1991 from Gulf Breeze. 

The video obtained from Alton Barnes is remarkable for depicting an 
object which changes state on the video as quickly as 1\12 of a second 
so that even adjacent video frames show a change from one state to 
another; and though this may be artifactual caused by possible 
strobing of the lights (being out of synchronism with the time base of 
the camera), we have grounds for thinking that the object was really 
travelling that fast, since a cyclic sequence of contiguous colour and 
shape changes repeats several times over and over again. 

Hoaxing this would be difficult since very often, one object 
disappears and instantly another object appears considerably to one 
side with a single frame showing the dim presence of both in the 
frame. That indicates the objects were co-ordinated. There is also a 
remarkable impression as the objects recede at the end of the video, 
that the object is dodging back not through, more behind in the sky; 
though this is a personal impression. 

MAD FEELINGS 

The experience of viewing the video was remarkable since no 
illuminated object commonly around in the night sky could have 
resembled what is evident on the video; secondly the rate at which the 
object changes shape is bewildering. Below this lit portion on some 
of the colour photos is apparently a red-oval shape lit by reflected 
light. What kind of object could possibly change shape at this speed. 
Oddly the same feature occurred in the Madelaine Rodeghier case, and 
was recorded on film. Stills from this film can be found in most UFO 
encyclopaedias, the spherical regions beneath underneath the Adamski 
type UFO descended and retracted with great speed. What that meant 
then is still a great mystery. 

MUCH TO WORK ON 

There is still much work for us now to analyse on the video and 
stills. Black and white reproductions shown here do not adequately 
show the texture of the objects. The top structure (like the compuond 
eye of some insect) shone with white light; this structure may have 
been bifurcated or trifurcated. Lower appendages are orange or yellow 
and change hue. Some are lit nearly always, some occasionally, and 
some on the right of the image very faintly, apparently functioning to 
manoeuvre. Another speculation - however without assumptions, data 
can not be interpreted. 

THE EVENTS OF THAT NIGHT 


The possibilities are: 
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The Alton Barnes Images 
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1) Hoax. 

2) Misidentification. 

3) Genuine. 

4) Secret vehicle or government project. 

6) Hallucination. 

Note that 3) and 4) are difficult to separate. To consider 1): was 
the Alton Barnes event a hoax? Clearly there are two stages to this: 

a) The lights taken in the sky were models, or 

b) The video is taken of a model, and the accounts of the witnesses 
are all collusions or lies despite the fact that they corroborate each 
other. The refutation of a) is that on about three frames we have one 
object disappearing and another appearing elsewhere, synchronisation 
like this would be very difficult to achieve with lit models, 
especially as there are one or two frames on which both appear. The 
refutation of b) is the same; why do anything as complicated? 

The same problem exists here as also exists in the consideration of 
the hoaxing of some of the more notable US cases; how can ordinary 
people marshal such resouces as photographic laboratory, video 
processing, superimposition without blurring. Good hoaxes take 
considerable effort to produce and much time; time that cannot be 
found in the busy routine of the witnesses lives, since they are often 
inquisitive and busy people. Thus in this case hoaxing by witnesses 
is very unlikely indeed. 

Misidentificat ion, the word often produced in the House of Commons in 
this context. However this one is baffling - look at the pictures and 
watch the video. What could possibly resemble what is there on on the 
video? Objects similar to the video image exist, but are not normally 
a source of light, nor do they fly over the fields at night. 

A secret government project cannot be ruled out; except for the 
motivation of putting on a display for witnesses of a new hush-hush 
device. The weakness of this explanation in general is that: - why put 
on aerobatic displays for witnesses of some new prototype? 

Hallucination, the word often claimed by UFO sceptics, does not apply 
in this case unless the witnesses had the same powers attributed to 
Ted Serios; the production of images on film by power of the mind. 

HOME AND DRY? 

The only weak option in this case is the faint possibility that 
something else was filmed that night, a common object or possibly some 
extraordinary Earthly object under unusual conditions. However, NINE 
such objects which cannot be readily identified? Is that likely, 
especially as the aerobatic display does seem to have been for the 
benefit of witnesses. Nine, impossible to identify, luminous silent 
objects - does that sound very likely? 

FUTURE DIRECTIONS? 

The option exists and will be investigated, of a deal with a national 
company involved with the media, that has a vested interest in 
startling information of this type; the deal would involve a fully 
enhanced film for us and material for them. That is the next move for 
Contact Int. The aim is the tackling of this case so that the results 
will be a good model for others. 


ALTON BARNES" a CRITICAL APPRAISAL

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Much has happened at Alton Barnes in the past two years. It was an 
off-the-beaten-track part of the Pewsey Vale until July 12th 1990 when 
the biggest ever crop formation (at the time) appeared in the giant 
East Field at the foot of the downs. From this time onwards it has 
become a mecca for sky watchers, rituals and anything goes. Many 
reports of UFO’s have emanated from the area in 1992 some being 
discernible as metallic disc-shaped objects. Whether there is any 
truth in these claims remains to be seen. All we can say for certain 
is that it is a very beautiful place and crop circles have appeared in 
the nearby fields regularly since the first event in 1990. 

Is this a second Warminster-the mid-late 60*s bastion of UFO legend? 
What happens when too many people frequent one spot? Group 
interaction may give rise to all measure of red herrings. Although in 
its favour-at how may places is a sky or field watch taking place 
virtually every night throughout the Summer increasing the statistical 
odds of a good UFO sighting by many times? 

Alton Barnes and its linked into hamlet Alton Priors lies on minor 
roads about midway between the towns of Devizes and Marlborough, North 
Wilts. It is about 4 miles due South of Silbury Hill and the A4 road. 
The accompanying sketch map highlights the main features of the area. 
East Field is the lowest part of the terrain and in the Summer months 
is a vast wheat field. Even big crop circles get swallowed up in the 
huge area. A panoramic view of the field can be had from the road 
running SW from Lockeridge and Marlborough. At the North end of the 
field there is a steep escarpment where ancient mystical places such 
as ’’Adams Grave” can be identified. The ridgeway path starts about 
here and a white horse lies on the escarpment to the West. Milk Hill, 
seen of the mysterious ’’message” of 1991 is about a mile along the 
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On the North side of the East field there is a less steep range of 
hills. Woodborough hill was the scene of the 1992 crop watch "Contact 
Blackbird" described in the last Awareness. Excellent viewing 
facilities across the valley can be had from this point. A very high 
percentage of fields to the East and West along the valley floor are 
laid to crops and nearly all have seen at least one crop circle in the 
past three years. 

The principle crop fields in the area are owned by Tim and Polly 
Carson, pioneers of the "£1 a look" which started in 1990. The 1990 
event became so famous that lOOO's flocked to the site jamming roads 
and turning the peaceful valley into a jamboree almost. Further 
enterprise was added by arranging helicopter flights over the 
formations at £15 a time. Alton Barnes had been discovered!!! The 
1991 East Field formation turned up 10 days earlier than in 1990 and 
was less spectacular in the sense that it was not an advance over the 
previous year. A smaller companion joined it 3 days later and another 
big pictogram arrived on the opposite side of the valley below 
Woodborough Hill at the end of July. Customers came in smaller numbers 
to view but the helicopter flights were not repeated. The 1992 
surprise turned up on July 9th, bang in the centre of the East Field. 
It was the first "SNAIL" formation although not obvious to the viewers 
from the roads exactly what it was. I was amazed to find the 
formation was over 400ft long on arriving there. Viewing was arranged 
from the South side of the field where parking was much easier. Sadly 
bad weather and bad publicity (or lack of it) meant that only a 
trickle of enthusiasts were visiting the 1992 high-light. Another 
150ft pictogram turned up on August 9th following a night of violent 
thunder storms. This was about 400 yds. East of the SNAIL. In fact 
almost a dozen formations appeared in 1992 on Carson land although 
some had doubts about their authenticity. Even the farmer himself was 
accused of producing crop circles to make money!! 

Many aerial phenomena were reported in 1992 including supposed solid 
UFOs. This followed revelations in 1991 of beams of light flashing 
through the Carson farmhouse when researchers were present, and beams 
from the sky at night before the first pictogram appeared. A later 
1991 skywatch involving Japanese observers on Milk Hill observed a 
meandering red light which appeared to behave "intelligently". 

The previous article describes analysis of film taken of an object 
over Alton Barnes on May 5th 1992. Throughout the season rumours 
reached us of all types of UFO encounter including one involving army 
personnel and equipment, as very few actual crop circles had 
materialised in May and June, expectations may have overcome reason! 

Just what happens on a typical Summer night in the vicinity of Alton 
Barnes? One of our research team spent the night of June 21st 1992, 
the solstice, close by. From the vehicle she was parked in, various 
persons were seen running up and down the hills at 3 am flashing off 
lights and moving in somewhat agitated fashion - part of a ritual or 
exercise or what? I spent a full night on Woodborough Hill with the 
CPR observers on July 28-29, 1992. The first thing I learnt was that 
there were probably other groups on the opposite side of the valley 
around Milk Hill and Adams Grave who might be flashing off torch 
signals to our group. This was one of the Warminster antics which may 
have given rise to spurious reports. About midnight an independent 
group of hippies/travellers turned up. These were known as the 
"dreads" after their handsomely displayed dreadlocks of hair. This 
group had been hovering around the area all Summer and soon left to 
observe "mystic rites" inside one of the formed circles below. A 
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little later another group of about 6 males arrived who came with high 
expectations of seeing some unearthly presence judging from their 
conversation. At around 2 am some of this group excitedly shouted out 
they had a visual on what looked like a craft to the South-East of our 
position. I hurriedly joined them with binoculars and saw a series of 
bobbing lights which appeared to be moving slowly along. Was it or 
wasn't it? First I thought 'no', then 'yes', then 'maybe' and finally 
'no' after returning an hour later and seeing the lights in roughly 
the same position. After checking maps I realised the lights were 
approximately sited where the village of Wilcot stood, and that the 
apparent movement was the effect of swirling mist in the early hours 
of the morning. The most galling feature was when members of the 
reporting group who were asleep on the grass were woken by their 
colleagues with the statement "wake up quick and come and see the 
spaceship"! Is this how legends are born? Absolutely no para-normal 
events occurred during the night as far as I was aware, although 
rumours of things about to happen would fill many pages. Leaving at 
first light I observed a dozen or more cars parked on the opposite 
side of the valley. I wonder what these reported and who they were 
representing. 

There is no doubt that a bandwagon effect has now reached Alton Barnes 
not content with crop circles, every conceivable piece of UFO hardware 
and cultist interest claims to have descended on that peaceful spot. 
Like Warminster, Gulf Breeze and Lourdes, what may have been a limited 
number of true experiences descends to a ragbag of rumours, half 
truths and downright falsehoods. What will 1993 bring? 


PHOTOGRAPHY AND UFOs

Contact UK was recently sent a magazine entitled UFO CONTACT IGAP 
JOURNAL Newsletter No 2-1992 (IGAP - International get acquainted 
program) has been dedicated to George Adamski who launched the idea in 
1959 based on the philosophy that people Worldwide should be given the 
opportunity of knowing what is going on everywhere in the field of 
flying saucers - and I for one think that is a great idea! This 
Danish magazine has produced some interesting articles one of which I 
would like to draw your attention to. 

On the night 30/31 March 1989 two F-16 interceptors were scrambled 
after an Air Force order at five minutes past midnight following 
repeated calls from the Belgian Gendarmes who were watching a UFO to 
the South of the city of Brussels. 

Radars from two positions, which controls all Belgian civil and 
military traffic, had registered the object at the sAme position. 

The unknown target gave back no coded identification signal as must 
all aircraft, civil or military, travelling Westwards changing 
altitude and direction frequently. 

The F-16's radar is capable of moving to follow any target so that it 
covers an angle of 90 degrees and when the pilots spotted the blip on 
their screens they set the radar to lock-on. Immediately, as a 
consequence the blip changed to a diamond, the quarries position, 
distance and speed were then automatically shown on the screen. After 
six seconds of lock on, the target jumped from 280 to 1800km/h while 
dropping from 3000 to 1700m in one second, imposing an intense G-force 
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, which for a crew of a conventional aircraft would mean death. The 
violent manoeuvre broke the lock-on of the pilots, who dived in 
pursuit. The UFO then dropped below 200m where it was out of radar 
coverage of the two ground stations, and against the lights of the 
southern suburbs of Brussels. The pilots could distinguish nothing 
visually , nor follow on radar. The game of hide and seek was to last 
for a total of sixty five minutes. 

Researchers from the scientific world became very interested in the 
incident especially when a discovery made by one of the scientific 
team who followed up a photograph taken of a triangular UFO with four 
powerful lights, bearing also numerous small lights around its edges. 
The photograph was taken on the night of March 31st some 30km south 
east of Brussels. The film used was very sensitive - a 1600 ASA. As 
a check, the photographer snapped a passing aircraft with the same 
exposure and timing. Surprisingly, the navigation lights showed white 
spots even though at a greater altitude than the UFO whose very large 
and powerful lights showed to be hardly visible, while the solid form 
of the triangle had completely disappeared. 

After experiments with a prism, professor Meussens - a Belgian astro¬ 
physicist - found that films taken in infra-red light showed very much 
reduced reproduction of light sources of any colour of the spectrum. 
He added that if the UFOs are emitting infra-red light then it 
explains the poorness of many photographs taken during the incident, 
and the difficulty of registering the actual object itself. 

A similar case to this is one CONTACT Int. investigated earlier last 
year involving two ladies travelling in a car at 5.15 p.m on the night 
of 6th February 1992. They witnessed a large saucer shaped craft 
showing its under-belly with many, many lights under it and a domed 
shaped top. Mrs A stopped the car - even though it was a narrow road 
with passing traffic, grabbed her camera and practically emptied it of 
film. Both ladies claimed it was extraordinary, and had never seen 
anything like it before. 

They hopped back in the car and drove on and then spotted it again 
situated behind some houses and other buildings on their right hand 
side. Suddenly it dipped down as if to land. As they continued their 
journey they spotted it again, stopped the car moving it off the road 
this time, to get a clearer view. They had to appear through a 
hedgerow this time, but the camera kept on clicking! The UFO then 
dipped behind a hill in the distance and then disappeared from their 
view altogether. 

The camera used was a Canon Sure-shot - just an instamatic type - and 
the results were a little disappointing at first. After getting the 
film checked it was discovered that although there was no craft there 
were 3 pin-points of light on each photograph. The colour of the spot 
was red and it appeared with regularity on some of the photos in a 
triangular position. After interviewing the two ladies and studying 
the photos, it was quite clear the UFO was invisible to the camera 
even though it had clear pictures of the branches in the hedge during 
the second sequence of shots. 

It now seems possible as with the Brussels UFO that infra-red rays 
could have been emitted which blocked the photographic evidence. An 
interesting study and comparison certainly strengthens the UFO 
sighting on the file and the two witnesses testimony stood up to 
rigorous questioning. 


SOME CASES FROM CONTACT FILES 
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16/10/92 Birmingham UK 

At 6.25 am. a Mr. H and his wife let their dog out into the garden as 
usual - and were attracted to two points of orange light travelling 
side by side at high altitude. The lights, upon observation suddenly 
changed positions, almost as if they were chasing one another, one 
light dropping behind the other. The two points still moving West 
then began to sway from left to right in a fluid sweeping ”S” fashion, 
one behind the other. They then disappeared from view at some 
considerable speed. 

27/2/92 Co. Antrim, Ireland 

At 2.40 am a white ball of light appeared in the sky and was seen from 
a bedroom window. The light - small in size just hung as if hovering, 
and appeared to be blinking. It stopped blinking when two other 
lights appeared. The first ball of light started to move past the two 
then the other two followed on. The witness telephoned the airport 
and was told that no aircraft were flying at the time. The sky was 
very dark and cloudy and these points of light could clearly be seen 
below the cloud level. 

12/11/91 Littlemore, Oxford 

A rocket - shaped craft with no extrusions and no noise, silvery white 
in colour was seen travelling South to North at approx. 6000ft. The 
silence of the craft was quite eerie. 

16/8/92 Yate, Bristol 

At 10 pm an observation which lasted for over two minutes of two oval 
shaped lights, very large, circling anti-clockwise one above the 
other. When one light reached the right hand side of the circle it 
would stop and wait for the other to merge into it, then start up the 
circle again. 

This was witnessed for up to 10 minutes by another person and this 
confirmed the sighting. After watching for a further few minutes the 
lights began to fade and then completely disappeared. As the 
witnesses turned around they saw a bright red light shoot down from 
the sky and leave a blue star behind it. This also disappeared in a 
matter of seconds. 

3/8/92 Thame, Oxon 

A triangular shaped object was seen from a car by female witness. 
There was a group of lights on the object and it eirtitted a blue hue. 
The object moved very slowly and whilst in the vicinity of the car the 
local radio station was lost on the car radio. The sky was clear and 
it appeared to travel in a Westerly direction. 

12/8/91 Harefield, London 

A Mr. D. was out walking when he saw an enormous globular light, it 
was travelling at great speed. His girlfriend also saw it and said 
there was no sound and it gave off this brilliant white light. 


11/7/92 Aylesbury, Bucks 
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2 witnesses saw an egg shaped craft glowing - almost shimmering - and 
it seemed to be jerking in an undulating manner behaving very erratic. 
It suddenly took off at very fast acceleration and was completely 
silent. 

5/7/92 London 

At 10 a.m. on this Sunday morning when Miss A was looking out of her 
living-room window, she saw an object coming from behind the houses 
opposite. Although she was immediately aware there was something 
different about it the shape at first did not register. After 
watching it for some seconds she realised it was changing shape almost 
like a balloon deflating, and then as it traversed it then took on a 
Mushroom shape and was black in colour. When it was right overhead 
the lady went right up to her living room window to look at it and saw 
that underneath the mushroom shape it had 4 legs. 


Mass sightings August 16th 1992 lO.SQpm to 12 midnight 

The following are a summary of newspaper reports covering this 
particular event or events. There are various opinions as to what 
this might be, and it is not very often that multi-reporting over a 
range of 300-400 miles occurs. The explanation of meteor activity 
does not tally with the duration of the sightings and the time scale 
for the whole event. It would imply that many exceptional meteors 
arrived over a 1^ hour period. 

”Ball of Fir e Sets off UFO Alert” (Wolverhampton Express+Star 17/8/92) 

Balls of light seen dropping from the sky at 11pm. Witness thought it 
crash landed and called out fire brigade who found nothing. Second 
witness saw a greenish glow shoot across sky like a huge stream of gas 
igniting. Seen at Dudley, W. Midlands 

^Mystery of the *mistv» Light" (Ormshirk Advertiser 20/8/92) 

Between 11.30p.m. and midnight on 16/8/92 strange light seen like a 
disc which misted over as if was foggy over it. (At Parbold, Lancs) 

**UFO Flew at Terrific Speed” (Ammanford, Dyfed) 


Two Amman valley residents saw ’’beautiful pear-shaped blue thing with 
a tail to it” at 10.50 pm. it was going at terrific speed, flying 
very low. Second witness said. ”It looked like a blue circle in the 
sky and had a tail in front and a bright part in the middle”. 


’’Huge B all of light in Sky Spark ET invaders Fear” (S.Wales) 

Seen by 3 witnesses at 10.45pm, Llanbrynmair, 16/8/92. ”I saw a big 
flash far brighter than lightning about 50ft above the ground and 
heard an eerie whoosh. I was frightened stiff because the object was 
travelling at such a rapid speed. It was like a boat with a streak of 
red and blue sparks flying off it as it passed over our heads”. 
Husband of first witness stated :’’The whole farmyard was lit up by an 
intense light , it really put the wind up us. I heard a crackling 
noise and noticed a strange sulphurous smell, then moved to higher 
ground to follow the low-flying blue ball which had 25 feet long 
tail”. The couple said they had seen plenty of shooting stars and a 
few comets over the years, but added that this phenomenon appeared to 
be moving along horizontally. 
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”UFO may have been Meteorite”: (Dudley and District Chronicle 21\8) 

”I thought it was a firework. I looked up and saw a very bright 
object travelling across the sky at an astronomical speed”. Witness 
stated that the object could not have been an aircraft as ’’the object 
travelled the whole distance of the sky in a few seconds.” Seen at 
Hunnington, W. Midlands at 10.30p.m. 

”A UFO or a huge rock flving through the sky at night? (County Echo 
Fishguard, S.Wales.) 

”It was between 10.30 and 10.45pm when I went out looking for the cat. 

Although there were no stars it was a very beautiful night; 
everything was very still and their was no wind. Suddenly I heard a 
rushing sound like a gust of wind. It seemed to come from behind the 
house, and then I saw this huge ball of fire with a tail - it looked 
like a bullet. The blue-green light from it must have been very 
powerful as it lit up the sky”. 

(N.B No stars seen, so this precludes it from being a meteorite,as 
these are always seen only on starry nights.) 

’’Was it a Meteorite”? (Craven Herald, Skipton, Yorks, 21/8/92.) 

Witness saw a bright light crossing sky at 10.40p.m, Burnsall, Yorks. 
Estimated flying 1500-2000ft above ground level. Watched it cross the 
sky for a couple of miles. 

’’Scientists study reports of UFO.” (Western Mail, Cardiff, 18\8\92) 

An investigation began yesterday to solve the mystery of an 
unidentified flying object spotted the length of Wales on Sunday 
night. Hundreds of people claim they saw the blue ball of light in 
the night skies as it travelled at an incredible speed in a rough line 
from Newport to Anglesey 

Former seaman, Wyn Lodwick was travelling from Brecon to Llandovery 
when he saw it. ”In all my years at sea I have never seen anything 
like this before. It was a blue ball flying at aeroplane height with 
a tail about half a mile long,” he said. ’’The whole valley lit up 
like day-light. It was quite frightening.” 

’’Strange Blue Light Sparks UFO Theory”: (North Wales Weekly News, 
Conway, 20/8/92). 

A local fisherman, Mr John Povah, from Rhos Point saw it passing over 
Colwyn Bay and Llandudno at around 11p.m. He said: ’’Usually when you 
see a shooting star it only lasts for a moment, but this was 
incredibly bright. It really lit up the whole sky a^ it streaked past 
and lasted for quite a few seconds. I’m not surprised some prople 
thought it was a UFO about to land.” 

”UFO sighting: I swear I saw a strange light.” (Lincoln Daily Echo - 
Lincoln 17\8\92) 

Object sighted over Lincoln at 11.45p.m. Witness said: ”I’m 50 years 
old and have seen two shooting stars in my time - this was not at all 
the same. The light was so bright and moved across the sky in a 
couple of seconds. It was too fast to be an aircraft and there was no 
sound. I swear on a stack of bibles that I saw something last night,” 
he said. ’’The thing was coming across the city about 300ft up in the 
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sky, and it flew three miles across in about four seconds.

RELIGION AND FLYING SAUCERS 
by Rev Frederick Harrison, Vicar of Oakworth 

(Editor: We present further extracts from the first known Awareness 

published in 1968, to celebrate 25 years of publication.) 

Reliable observers supply enough evidence for the existence of UFOs, 
and to justify the presumption that they cannot be of earthly origin. 
Some information has been put forward concerning the controlling 
agents, but hardly enough to enable even the most general of 
deductions to be made. 

Nethertheless, a single authenticated UFO postulates the presence of 
intelligence in space, probably outside the limits of the solar 

system. We have to shake ourselves free from the cloying notion that 
Earth is the only home for intelligent beings, ourselves being the 
sole example of the species. 

Any connection between Religion and UFOs has to be incidental. 

God is God of the Universe. Beings other than man, wherever 

domiciled, are people such as we are ... children of the same Father. 
Obviously they are further advanced ... wiser, more experienced, and 
therefore more loyal to their Creator. They will have overcome sin 
... perhaps they never fell for it. It could be that Earth alone 
needed saving. The creator would not tolerate any imperfection in his 
Universe ... even on such an insignificant speck of cosmic dust as 

this. We needn't wonder that he should reach out and touch the 

trouble spot ... sending a Saviour to enter in and do the cleansing. 
But he wouldn’t need a Flying Saucer to get him there! 

Christianity teaches the process of saving will not be complete until 
the Lord's return. This will take place when the father decides, but 
at the point in time when the world needs Him most. Enthusiasts 
injure their own cause by suggesting a somewhat undignified "second 
coming" by "Flying Saucer". 

UFO visitations may well assist God's plan for human good. Their 
occupants could be like missionaries doing His work. But they are not 
Gods in their own right. 

Flying Saucers in the Bible. 

If Biblical evidence is admitted, the temptation to over-emphasise and 
exaggerate must be firmly resisted. These incidents are of interest: 

(a) Genesis 5.24. The chapter contains brief biographies of the 
patriarchs, each ending with the phrase ~And he Died'". There is 
a single exception: "Enoch walked with God, and he was not for 
God took him." It is not necessary to suppose Enoch to be hist 
-oric. The significance lies in the writer's witness to the 
more ancient belief that a 'good man' might be taken away by 
means other than death. 
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(b) II Kings. 2.11. Elijah, another 'good man', is taken to heaven in 
a 'fiery chariot' which departs in a whirlwind. Elisha witnessed. 
This may be a more detailed account of an event similar to the first. 
It isn't inconsistent with 'transit by UFO'.... but the Bible ought 
not to be quoted as establishing such a thing. 

Wilder theories have the Ascension accomplished by UFO, and a similar 
vehicle standing by to escort Stephen from the scene of his martyrdom. 
The account of the vision is in Acts 7, 55. These only twist evidence 
and accomplish little beyond bringing 'Contact' into disrepute. 

Effects of nuclear fission. 

The intelligence directing UFOs have every reason to be concerned by 
the irresponsible use to which men have put nuclear fission. There 
may be effects reaching far outside the earth's immediate environment. 
They might, conceivably, reach the 'spirit world.' 

Before we can fully evaluate the motives behind UFO visitations, we 
need to take into account that much neglected topic... life after 
death. It is reasonably certain our visitors will have no doubt over 
the subject.. one way or the other. Our knowledge is small. 
Moreover, there is a deplorable tendency to ridicule and despise all 
sources of information whether by way of psychic research or even UFO. 
Religion, of course, gives positive teachings about the facts of life 
after death, but needs to clear away an awful lot of dross. 

It is a fair conclusion that a wiser people than ourselves are 
intending to make contact at such a time they judge proper. Until 
such a belief is proved utterly wrong, the religious reaction can 
hardly be other than they do so in accordance with God's Will, He 
being their Father as well as ours.

blackness. The same applies to the photograph taken at Timberlake 
Maine on 7/7/58 which was witnessed by 6 adults and 20 boy scouts. 
The object was a wobbling bronze disc and whilst in the sky, all 
animal noises ceased. The computer enhancement of this also shows a 
flat black plane base. On 25/1/1967 a fifteen year old in Hampton, 
Virginia, photographed an object about the size of a Piper Cub 
aeroplane at about 1000’ which the Air Force Investigator passed as 
authentic, this also shows a featureless black base to the disc. 
There are two McMinneville photographs one of them showing the same 
black featureless base like a wall of charcoal. The same feature is 
shown on the Korean War photograph taken by a Marine Air Group Pilot 
over the North East China sea (this photograph appears in Above Top 
Secret) the base of the object seems to attract blackness like iron 
filings on a magnet. We also have ’black’ UFO on the Japanese 
photograph over the flags shown opposite pl53 in the Hynek UFO report. 
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This evidence alone would not be all that impressive were there not 
also reports of a disc object bouncing in the vertical plane on a 
fluctuating (seemingly) black region underneath. Since no details of 
the base structure have been revealed from these photographs of type 1 
discs (single disc, flat base); (there is also the Kansas City 
photographs of 1959 UFO report 1977 page 49) which show the same 
intensely black underside); we have a mystery of why light is not 
reflected from the base, now the answer might be that the underside is 
painted black; except that the degree of blackness differs from craft 
to craft (possibly depending on current mode of operation), however 
there are several reasons not to believe that this is the explanation: 
firstly there are reports of the charcoal colour fluctuating whilst in 
flight, intensifying when lift is transiently required, secondly and 
anti-gravity device will also effect the transmission of light (and we 
know that some UFOs can do that (Bent Light beams Case FSR (Vol32 No4 
1987)), thirdly that the underside of stationary discs of this type 
have often appeared bronze or silver or grey and of the same colour as 
the top. Even with the shadow, enhancement can usually bring out 
something when the grey scaler is adjusted. There are photographs 
which seem to show the anti-gravitational field extending out from the 
craft, one is opposite page 160 in Gods of Aquarius by Brad Steiger; 
28/4/61 near the crest of Mount Wilson in California. The author 
James Trevor Constable believes the explanation is a high charge of 
biological energy. There is another much poorer photograph of this 
type (UFO report May 1977 p35) taken on 10/10/74 at 5.30pm near Nuoro 
Sardinia. 

THOUGHTS 

(b) The thesis put forward here is that we are seeing anti-gravity 
working; however we cannot put this forward without explaining how 
anti-gravity could exist without antimatter. This we shall do. 
Firstly we shall state that gravitational law can be seen as the 
difference of two nearly equal equal quantities: 

F=amc 2{ 1/(r+k) -1/r] where a is a suitably chosen constant and 
k=GM/c 2a 

This gravitational law when a is properly chosen does not account for 
all the planetary orbits in the solar system, even the precession of 
the perihelion of Mercury. Here m is the mass of the planet and M is 
the mass of the Sun. Note that the formula GM/c2 is related to the 
formula for the Black-Hole horizon in gravitational theory. 

The idea is that the 'envelope' behaviour of particles obeys slightly 
different laws to the 'wave' behaviour of elementary particles of 
which all matter is composed. The idea comes from De Broglie (1970). 
One of the terms in the above envelope is due to the interaction of 
envelopes (by exchange of gravitons) and the second is due to the 
interaction of waves. 

How do waves interact: each particle is associated with a very small 
interval of time dT=h/mc 2 ^ we consider this as the smallest time 
interval over which updates of particle behaviour are sensible even to 
consider. One equation known as the Klein Gordon has the solution 
4'=exp(i<t)) where <|> in free space is <t>= ( 1/h) [ at “Et 1 in polar coordinates 
De Broglie Guidance formula: v=-c 2grad<t>/5<t)/dt 

Now we modify by a term used for interaction +Aln(r) which 
necessitates a v.v. slight change in the K.G. normally completely 
undectable. The K.G. equation is the equation obeyed by Bosons which 
feature in detection.

The first part of the gravitational formula comes from an inverse 
linear law about a displaced centre which operates between the 
envelopes (or particles in their massive aspect). The difference of 
these two is the gravitational law as measured and is when worked out: 

F= -GMm/(r(r+GM/ac2))er 

'a' has no physical dimensions, it is just a scaler; note 'a' can be 
negative, and that if necessary the arrangement can be expressed as a 
double-wave solution, then the epistemology is clear; however not much 
is wrong with envelope-wave paradigm. 

GM/c2 for the sun is 1482m. That means that the difference between 
our law and Newton's law is only apparent or measurable close to the 
Sun, the difference results in the rotation of the perihelion of 
Mercury. 

What has this information, related to physics, got as a technique, to 
connect with the topic of UFOs? The answer is that the production of 
a plate which induces a quantum phase-shift for the correct amount can 
cancel or change a gravitational field by locally changing the phase 
of the quantum wave in the modified K.G. equation. Hence this theory 
unlike others, can produce an anti-gravitational effect. The method 
is just to ruin the near cancellation of the main equation. This 
would produce a very strong force. We have done as suggested: 
produced a gravitational law with an anti-gravity option. 

WALL OF CHARCOAL 

(c) Since the phase-shift affects the K.G. solution, photons will be 
affected; hence the 'wall of charcoal effect' that seems to leech-out 
from the craft. 

We must note here that materials may have to necessarily be changed to 
produce this phase-change in the right way, since the envelope is 
supposedly produced by the superposition of waves. In other words 
altered 'permanentised' materials like those found purportedly at 
Roswell New Mexico in 1947 may have to first be manufactured and then 
be constructed to the correct thickness. Note that the conventional 
disc with a flat base UFO has apparently a Wok-shape inverting 
shielding the interior. This could be the phase-shift plate. (This 
was found at Roswell to have a remarkable lightness and thinness). 

The wall of charcoal is produced when the anti-gtavitational drive 
operates. This is exemplified by the fluctuated blackness of the 
underside reported on occasions; then the drive fluctuates with the 
behaviour of the craft. 

Earlier we said that perhaps materials have to become changed to have 
the screening property. This change may be possible using the 
electromagnetic model already published in Awareness (UFOs and 
Science, Vol. No. ). Since there is the possibility in this theory 
that materials can be given temporarily different properties by being 
rotated in Electromagnetic fields of considerable time-asymmetry. 
Thus this kind of processing may be required continually during flight 
to maintain the shielding effect by slightly 'reprocessing' the 
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materials that come into contact with unchanged air molecules. 


CHANGING THE MATTER 

Maintaining the change may require high voltages which have been 
observed between distinct craft on occasion. 

The trick in changing the matter relies on the fact that there are 
'rotations' that our physics does not represent adequately because 
they are not directly detectable. That is, the three - space and one 
time system loses some dimensions in the very awkward time-variable 
(which are not representable directly by photon measurement). the 
author has established that a rotating clock in a very time-asymmetric 
e.m. field does slow in comparison with another identical control 
clock. This effect is not predicted by standard formulae; however is 
compatible with the system previously published. The new approach is 
basically two-field, these fields usually superimpose to give 
solutions of the K.G.; in the presence of matter they become very 
slightly decoupled in such a way as apparently to give 'wave' and 
'envelope' interactions which are different. 

SPLITTING THE WORLD 

Every massive object therefore splits the world preventing the lining 
up of the two solutions; de Broglie's system, known as the theory of 
the double solution, provides from his paper of 1970 the guidance 
formula by which wave and particle are associated. The system is 
perhaps like stereo matrixed sound signals where normal matter shows a 
very small splitting effect, enough for the very, very weak 
gravitational field of the Earth. 

'Rotated' or 'dual-turned' artefacts which can be produced by the 
'sparking method ' as shown before (the kiev Woodpecker which bothered 
DXers on the short wave may have been a tuned spark also) can produce 
perhaps more phase-shift since there is a different proportion of the 
two wave solutions. That is the theory. 

We therefore have demonstrated how anti-gravitation can be associated 
with this specific observation; the flat based single disc with 
charcoal-effect underneath.

1. Evidence that would hold up in Court

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Various analyses have established that this particular alloy has no 
identifiable terrestrial source,

Wilbert Smith, a reliable source, surely, attests to having been given 
non-terrestrial alloys to analyse.

Although Jaques Vallee has written extensively on the paranormal and 
folkloric aspects of UFOs, he has nevertheless, in his recent book 
Confrontations , refers to UFO manifestations and effects as the 
products of a technology.

To slightly vary a point I made in previous letter, ask yourself what 
the chances would be of getting a convincing pic of a civilian 
aircraft unexpectedly passing overhead. Surely there is nothing 
suspicious about the dearth of convincing UFO pix. 

e) Martian Faces 

The existence of two of these features militates strongly against the 
possibility that they are the coincidental result of natural 
processes. Features of this magnitude could not have been generated by 
para-normal or psychokinetic means. To produce them would have 
required excavating and Earth moving machinery, which must have come 
from somewhere else, if current thinking is right and Mars has never 
been capable of sustaining life of its own. It follows that the heavy 
machinery must have been transported from somewhere else in a nuts and 
bolts vehicle. 

2. Three Options 

It seems to me EITHER 

1) We are dealing with two separate types of visitor, one type 

operating an advanced nuts and bolts technology; the other operating 
on a paranormal plane. .OR. 

2) We are dealing with paranormal entities capable of manifesting 

artifacts which resemble the products of an advanced technology. 
.OR. 

3) We are dealing with nuts and bolts technology so advanced as to 
produce effects resembling the paranormal. Consider how people might 
have reacted to laser displays and virtual reality 30 years ago. 

I think the answer has to lie somewhere between 1 & 3.

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CROP CIRCLE UPDATE 

by G.E. Ambler 


The 1992 events did not materialise in the way that was projected, 
although the final few weeks of the season produced some outstanding 
crop formations the best of which are discussed in detail below. The 
final total of British formations looks to be in the order of 250-300, 
but many of these have been declared hoaxes. It was already clear 
earlier on that the figure was going to be lower than 1991 and, in the 
end, seems to have reverted to the numbers of 1988, although the 
technical aspects of the phenomenon reached new levels in the final 6 
weeks. The inability of the phenomenon to be one or two jumps ahead 
of the debunkers in 1992, lead to the hoax theorists winning the day 
as the season closed. Nobody can be absolutely sure what is or is not 
a hoax, but the rapidly developing paranoia surrounding the subject 
ensured that few of the so-called experts would stand up and be 
counted! 


Conspiracy theories also reared their ugly heads, with two new 
researchers being the subject of whispering campaigns. That doyen of 
conspiracies, ”Dr Armen Victorian” entered the fray using yet another 
pseudonym ’’Kasaawa N’Tumba” and made public pronouncements at a Leeds 
conference in September which caused unpleasantness all round. 

At the end of the day, the Contact Int. effort suggests there are very 
few hoaxes and even less conspiracies^ so roll on 1993! 

There appears to have been very little or no reports of overseas 
formations from 1992, but that is subject to gathering of reports from 
far afield, and may be updated. 


New Shapes or Skills in 1992 

In 1990 and 1991 the number of features which could be classified as 
new rose sharply. In 1991 there were estimated to be 12 new sectional 
parts or completely unique full formation and a projection of 15 in 
1992 was thought possible from a graph of accumulated features per 
year. (See Awareness Vol 18 No 1, page 10) In the event analysis 
indicates only 5 new features were established, and few of the 1991 
examples returned in 1992. It is impossible to pigeon-hole this 
phenomenon; the only sure fact is that it has returned every Summer to 
Southern England for the past 13 years. Contact Int. will always 
attempt to analyse any data which may be relevant in the long term.

The Final Enigma 

The last major event of 1992 season was the 
mysterious symbols like signs of the Zodiac, 
because it coincided with a water trough right on the perimeter of the 
outer ring. A divided circle was formed inside the ring of symbols. 
This bore some resemblance to the warning sign for radio-activity. 


The formation arrived on August 18th about 400 yds to the North of 
Silbury Hill. it was cropped within 24 hours so very few researchers 
were able to see it. The field was very high quality wheat and had 
looked a certain candidate for a major event from earlier 
observations. 


The intricate detail of the small symbols pose a question:- surely the 
circle maker would not make a boob by hitting a water trough right on 
the main area of the work when the creation otherwise is perfect? The 
field is about 20 times longer and 10 times wider than the dimensions 
of the wheel so there were scores of other points to lay the formation 
down. Is this a super subtlety to defeat the hoaxers? The hoaxers 
would ensure they had a clear site if they were going to the trouble 
of producing all the very delicate workings as seen in the diagram.
